Proposition 13 Launched 


Under direction of Harold ,T. 
Hicks, member of the county 
committee against Proposition 
13, a determined campaign to ac­ 
quaint every Villager with the 
dangers ahead if that measure 
wins on the November 2 ballot, 
was launched in Palm Springs 
this week. 
Proposition 13. sponsored bv 
metropolitan groups, would rob 
interior and rural counties of 
their ^-presentation in the state 
senate and give more power to 
the urban areas. 


UNDER THE PLAN. Los Ange­ 
les. San Francisco and San Diego 
would control the state senate as 
they now control the assembly, 
Hicks pointed out. The assembly 
is based on a population basis 
and the senate on a geographical 
hasis under the system of chocks 
and balances established by the 
constitution. 
Groups in the larger cities now 
want to coot rol the senate, too. 
Hicks said, and are waging a 
brisk campaign, well financed, 
to attain their ends. 


THE CAMPAIGN here will be 
an educational one to let every 
Villager know the dangers ahead.

Attack Arrested for 


FBI by Local Police 
Man-hunters of the FBI never 
abandon a chase. 
This was demonstrated here 
vesterdav with the arrest of Wil­ 
liam Emert, 50, of Alequita. Pa., 
where he is wanted for question­ 
ing in the attempted knife m ur­ 
der of Miss Irma Haubner. his 
girl 
friend 
around 
midnight 
April 22. 1945. The FBI entered 
the search for Emert when he 
fled across stale lines to avoid 
arrest. He is held in county iail 
in lieu of SI0,000 hail pending 
riisnosition of his case by the 
Federal government. 


FROM PENNSYLVANIA be was 
traced through many cities in 
the United States, the FBI barely 
missing him at Jackson Hole, 
Wvoming, in September 1947. 
There it was learned that 
Emert and a close friend had 
left for Palm Snrings but it was 
not known .whether it was Palm 
Springs. Florida, or Palm Springs. 
California. 
A check at both of these cities 
failed to reveal the whereabouts 
of the fugitive. The search con­ 
tinued. 


THE 
HOTTEST 
TIP on the 
whereabouts of Emert came this 
September when it was learned 
that a friend was employed at a 
Dude Ranch south of Palm 
Springs. A check there revealed 
that Emert had been employed 
at Catalina Island and was due 
to arrive in P a l m Springs 
Wednesday as dish washer at a 
swanky night club. When he ar­ 
rived. Police Sgt. O. O. Johnson 
and Detective Durman Ordway 
took him into custody and noti­ 
fied the FBI. The two local offi­ 
cers had been on a quiet m an­ 
hunt for Emert for three weeks. 
He is asserted to have told po­ 
lice officers that Miss Haubner 
was his steady friend and on 
seeing her emerge from an auto­ 
mobile around midnight April 
22, 1945 in company with two 
men. he became enraged and a t­ 
tacked her with a knife, leaving 
her seriously wounded. Her es­ 
corts, Emert said, did not inter­ 
fere.

Is Prediction 


O . A. Torgeson, Back 
in Village, Believes 
Permit is Forthcoming 
Opening of Cathedral City's 
first banking institution in the 
near future is practically a cer­ 
tainty today. 
This assurance came from 
O. A. Togerson, retired Alaskan 
banker who has just returned 
to Cathedral City from Seattle 
with his wife t«> open their home 
in that community for the sea­ 
son. 
Togerson. together with W. R. 
Hi 1 lory and others, instituted ac­ 
tion for a bank in Cathedral C’ity 
last Spring. The application for 
the bank has been approved In­ 
state authorities and now awaits 
action by the Federal Deposit in­ 
surance company. Washington. 
"We stand a 99 to 1 chance 
that the Desert Bank of Cathed­ 
ral Cit.v will be a fact in a short 
period of time," declared Toger- 
son.Hp said that he has reason to 
believe that the report of the in­ 
vestigating agent sent by the 
Federal Deposit Insurance com­ 
pany to Cathedral City last sum ­ 
mer. contained favorable com­ 
ment and recommendations. 
The Desert Bank, when given 
Ihe go-ahead signal, will he cap- 
ilalizeri at $100.000 with the sur­ 
plus of $50,linn. Although stock 
in the bank cannot be sold now, 
Togerson said that the amount 
of capital necessary has been 
pledged by citizens if a charter 
is forthcoming. 
A site for the new banking con­ 
cern has already been selected. 
Togerson added.

Under certain limited conditions, the city gov­ 
ernment can go so far as to oppose the establishment of businesses 
which are considered unobjectionable. 
Like other governmental powers, however, regulation of busi­ 
ness can be abused. It can go to unnecessary extremes, show fa­ 
voritism. overstep limitations and work unfair hardships on small 
business enterprises. As a matter of fact, it has been this writer's 
observation that such abuses occur more frequently than noL Palm 
Springs is no exception. 


A FLOOD OF COMPLAINTS have been voiced at The Desert Sun 
office during the past two years against a wide variety of business 
regulations. They come from prospective merchants as well as 
established firms. A great many, of course, have no merit. Others 
have. There is little doubt tliai a considerable number of sound 
business firms have been discoifragcd by complicated regulations 
to the point of passing up the Village. 
Most businessmen don't like to complain—would rather give 
up than have a quarrel with the city. So. rather than cite specific 
cases. The Desert Sun is calling the situation to the attention of 
city officials in the hope they will do something about it. The recent 
sign ordinance is a case ai point. It cannot be denied that some 
limitation of signs is imperative. On the other hand, regulation 
must be tempered with reason. 


MORE CONSIDERATE TREATM ENT of those who come to open 
new businesses here should be given attention also. The more 
facilities offered our residents and visitors the better they will he 
satisfied. New stores bring permanent residents. We need them. 
Prospective business men should be ENCOURAGED. From reports 
which come to this newspaper frequently, this is anything but the 
case. Their first contact, in most cases, is with the city government. 
Courteous treatment of business men by city officials and em ­ 
ployees is as essential to the advancement of the community as 
such a policy is to the success of any business.

Scholarships and 


Training Dec. 11 
December 11, 1948 will be the 
date scheduled for the third na­ 
tionwide competitive examina­ 
tion open to all high school 
seniors or graduates within the 
age requirements. A four year 
college education at government 
expense will be given to the suc­ 
cessful candidates, and they will 
be commissioned as officers of 
the Navy or Marine Corps upon 
graduation. 
Age requirements are between 
the a g e s of seventeen and 
twenty-one, and are open only to 
m a l e citizens of the United 
States. Quotas have been as­ 
signed to each state and territory 
on the basis of its high school 
population. Students successful 
in passing the aptitude tests will 
be interviewed and given physic­ 
al examination. If they are found 
qualified In all respects, their 
names will be given to state and 
territorial selection committees, 
which are composed of promi­ 
nent citizens and naval officers. 
2350 students are expected to 
enter into the program, com 
mencing with the Fall term of 
college, 1949. 
Students selected by these 
competitive examinations will 
be assigned to the fifty-second 
Naval Reserve Officers Training 
Corps units which are located all 
over the United States. They will 
be appointed Midshipmen. U. S. 
N. R.. and will have their tul- 
lion, books, and normal fees paid 
for by the government, if ac­ 
cepted by the college. They will 
pay, in addition, at the rate of 
fifty dollars per month for the 
four year period. Upon gradua­ 
tion they may be commissioned 
as officers in the Regular Navy 
or Marino Corps and required to 
serve on active duty for two 
years. At the end of this time 
they may apply for retention in 
the' Regular Navy or Marine 
Corps, or transfer to the Reserve 
and return to civilian life. 
Applications are available at 
high schools, colleges, offices of 
Navel Officer Procurment and 
Naval Recruiting Stations.

I RISE TO REMARK 


By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


Before congress recessed, from 
th e regular session, it appointed 
a special com m ittee w hose chair­ 
m an is R epresentative Andresen 
of M innesota, to investigate food 
prices, which were still rising at 
th a t 
tim e, 
and 
to 
check the 
charges of food speculation. 
I know A ugust A ndresen well, 
h av in g served four y ears with 
him on the house com m ittee on 
agriculture. He is thorough, p a­ 
tient. accurate and honest. His 
com m ittee is ready to file its re­ 
port. I have not yet seen the full 
copy, b ut the follow ing excerpts 
w ill give some idea of the com­ 
m ittee's findings. 
A basic cause for present high 
liv in g costs, 
according 
to the 
com m ittee, has been th e high, 
and increasing costs of federal 
governm ent. The report w ill say 
th a t federal spending of the tax- 
p avers m oney h as exceeded the 
cost of food for all American 
hom es. As one item , since V-J 
Day. th e U nited States has a u ­ 
thorized more th an $2." billion 
for aid in w ar devastated areas. 
There is m oney in the hands of 
buyers, both individuals and cor­ 
p o ra tio n s. and 
so buyer bids 
ag ain st buver. W age* w ere in ­ 
creased. w ithout direct relation 
to th e costs or q u an tities of con­ 
sum er goods. 


GRAINS 
PRODUCE 
ME AT , 
poultry and dairy products. The 
report w ill show th a t w hen the 
governm ent bought grain, prices 
w ent up. and w hen th e govern­ 
m ent 
stopped 
buying 
grain, 
prices w ent down. To th is I add 
th a t one job of all California 
congressm en w as to try to per­ 
suade the governm ent to buy 
a balanced ration, instead of a 
topheavy 
grain 
ration, 
which 
forced tip the prices. C alifornia- 
grown com m odities w ere needed, 
and could have replaced scarcer 
item s. The report points out that 
had th e grain, bought w ith the 
governm ent's $5 billions, for this 
item alone, been used to feed 
cattle and hogs, the supply of 
m eat w ould have increased 28 
pounds per person. The com m it­ 
tee does not oppose foreign aid, 
b ut ask s the people to face the 
facts back of increasing prices. 
One curious factor in th is pic­ 
ture 
is 
th a t 
th e 
governm ent 
recom m ended reductions in food 
quotas a t a tim e w hen many 
of u s thought they should have 
been kept up. This, says th e re­ 
port. together w ith high prices 
for grain and feed, caused a de­ 
crease in the supply of meat, 
dairy an d poultry products. 


TO SHOW YOU w hat I mean, 
th e egg production goals for 1947 


W ere set at 4.559,000 dozen, but 
for 1948 they w ere set at 4.200.000 
dozen. Chicken goals w ere set at 
712.n47.000 for 1947. an d 698.104.­ 
000 for 1948. T urkeys were re­ 
duced from 34.667.000 in 1947. to 
30.507.000 in 1948. The slau g h ter 
of cattle for 1947 had a goal of 
36 000.000. but for 1948. it w as 
set at 32.000,000. On top of th at, 
the adm inistration asked for a 
reduction of 8 per cent in w heat 
for next year and a reduction in 
breeding cattle of 514.000. These 
goals affect food supplies and 
prices. There is a dim rem inder 
of the policy of scarcity. 
The report will say th at too- 
frequent goyernm ent reports, p re ­ 
dicting world food stortages, m ay 
have encouraged speculation. The 
w hole report should provide in ­ 
teresting and tim ely reading.
